The storm struck the city Sn the ex- 


treme southeastern corner, and plowed 
its way eastward, leaving a path 150 
feet wide through the entire southern 
section, and continued its course on uu- 
til its fury was spent in the mountains 
beyond Irondale, a small town six miles 
east of the city. 


The morning dawned cloudy and sul- 


try, and grew more threatening as the 
day advanced. 
Clouds began to gath- 


er and shortly 
after 0 o'clock sharp 


lightning flashed from the southwest. 
The air became heavy and stifling. The 
velocity of the wind suddenly began 
to increase and soon from out of the 
overcast sky the dreaded funnel-shaped 
cloud made its descent. 
Hugging close 


to the earth it passed through the city 
in leaps and bounds with terrific force, 
and was away to the east before people 
generally realized what had happened. 


The altitude of the cyclone was not 


more than 73 feet. The negro shanties 
and cottages in the lowlands in the 
path of the storm were the principal 
sufferers. 
The larger residences on the 


higher ground suffered only slightly. 
The large trees on the hillside of the 
St. Vincent's hospital were torn up by 
the roots, and niassus of stone wero 
twisted out of the ground. 


From Eighth to Tenth streets the 


wind bounded like a rubber ball. On- 
ward the wind sped in its fury, demol- 
ishing houses, trees and fences. Skim- 
ming close to the earth It swept through 
a small pine grove, tearing the trees up 
by the roots and hurling them through 
the air like arrows. 


Beyond the grove the storm-cloud 


swept down ou a negro settlement, and 
the frail cabius were crushed like egg- 
shells, not one being left In the pathway 
of the storm. 
Eastward the storm 


swept, cutting its way through another 
strip of /woods, striking the 
Second 


Presbyterian church, and demolishing 
the structure. 
A small oak table which 


was used ou the rostrum was deposited 
on the highest point of the wreckage. 


East of the church, directly in the tor- 


nado's path, in another negro settle- 
ment, seven frail shacks were swept 
away. A number of small houses were 
levelled between Sixteenth and Seven- 
teenth streets. 


The storm then struck the more thick- 


ly settled residence portion of the city 
and its work of destruction increased. 
Almost a clean sweep was made of the 
district lying between Eighteenth and 
Twentieth streets and avenues H and I, 
two blocks. 
Here the scene is one of 


complete demolition. 
The frame cot- 


tages were reduced to flattened piles 
of debris, every tree, large or email, 
was either crushed down or uprooted, 
and fallen telephone poles and their 
tangle of wires made a mass of destruc- 
tion. 
The occupants of some of the 


houses had no warning of the coming 
of the storm, and were buried under the 
ruins. 
Most of them, however, were 


rescued, bruised and bleeding, by neigh- 
bors.

ly to the benefit of the United States, 
at a time when they appeared to be so 
little inclined to come to a satisfactory 
settlement in regard to the Alaskan 
frontier.

tion to the treaty and it was accepted, 
Lord Lansdowne saying:

of the United States.'* 


Lord Lansdowne then discusses tho

Lord Lansdowne then considers the 


senate amendments, declaring that the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty is "hereby super- 
seded," opposing this contention.

other senate amendments, ajid says 
they present more formidable difficul- 
ties. 
On these he says: 


"The first of them, which reserves to 


the United States the right of taking 
any measures 
which they may find 


necessary to secure by their own forces 
the defense of the United States, ap- 
pears to his majesty's government to 
Involve a distinct departure'from the 
principles which had until now found 
acceptance with both governments; the 
principle, namely, that in time of war, 
as well as in time of peace, the passage 
of the canal is to remain free and un- 
impeded, and is to be so maintained 
by the power or powers responsible for 
Its control."

Chair Older Than America. 


There is in the possession of the Bing- 


ley family of Hanover, Pa., an ann.cb.air 
that is older than America. With a his- 
tory that began 470 years ago, when it 
was made in England, the chair has 
well stood the test of time. Kept as 
au heirloom by tbe Bingley family, it has 
been banded down for generations until 
the present owner received it in 1845. 
The chair is made of English oak, in- 
laid with several diticrcnt kinds of oth- 
er wood, beautifully carved and very 
heavy. 
Its construction is typical of 


the time at which it was made. The 
joints are mortised and tenoned, while 
wooden pins serve the purpose of screws 
or nails of the present day.

The annual meeting is an even of im- 
portance to the country town, for it is 
here that the officers are chosen and the 
appropriations are made directly by 
the people and this is the most simple 
and complete form of government in the 
world. And here also the local orators 
have their innings. There is no man so 
bumble or so poor that he may not be 
heard on this great day of the year in 
bis town. He may not be learned or elo- 
quent—many who insist on taking a 
a share of tbe time are not, but when he 
gets the floor his fellows must submit 
in good .order and he must be heard. 
And it is no uncommon thing for much 
common sense to be voiced at these 
meeting* m mighty poor grammar, 
•with which, however, the speakers man- 
age to drive the nail home and clinch 
It. 'One not familiar with the New 
Kngland town meeting, especially as 
conducted in some of the smaller towns 
has missed a phase of life with which 
it is well worth while to be acouain- 
ua. 


To the people of larger communities 


the strife for office in the country towns 
where the salaries for public service 
are tnnall and tbe budgets of Criticism 
are large, rometimes seems ludicrous, 
6ut it must not be forgotten that the

Bryan, by mixing himself up with 
local contests such as cliis one, and 
that apparently out of personal resent- 
ment toward a democrat who had de- 
clined to vote for him for president, is 
affording added proof of his deficiency 
in rlsinp to an appreciation of the diar- 
nlty of the office he had sought.

MUSTACHES 
GAMBLERS. 


Bali1 on the Face Waa Once a Bailee 


of tbe BIlMlMi]>i>i Card Sharp. 


"Back in 1850," remarked a New Or- 


leans professional man, chatting about 
old times, "a mustache was regarded 
with great suspicion all through the Mis- 
sissippi valley. It was supposed to be 
the mark of either a military swash- 
buckler or a gambler, and a gentleman, 
particularly if he -wanted to go into so- 
ciety, shaved smooth. Beards were look- 
ed upon as an unclean foreign affecta- 
tion, and I recall a curious incident bas- 
ed on that prejudice. 


"A charming young English, gentle- 


man who was a near relative of a dis- 
tinguished man of science was visiting at 
a river town noted for its aristocratic and 
punctilious society. He was a fine speci- 
men of physical manhood, and, following 
a fashion which had just obtained a 
foothold in London, he wore a heavy 
blond mustache and a set of luxuriant, 
curly whiskers, much after the style of 
our old friend Taffy in 'Trilby.' Now- 
adays he would be envied t'ho possession 
of such a superb ornament, but the good 
ladies of the town were greatly perplex- 
ed, and after much consultation they 
finally decided that they could not coun- 
tenance such a barbarous custom and 
would have to decline to receive him un- 
less he shaved. The young Englishman 
realized.that hfr^ad to choose between 
whiskers 'and- ostracism, and, being a 
plucky chap, he packed his trunk and 
went back to London on the nest boat. 


"To revert to the mysterious connection 


between gamblers and mustaches, a 
thatched upper lip eventually became 
such a well recognized badge of the trade 
that card sharps who wanted to avoid 
suspicion were forced to shave clean. One 
noted professional who worked the big 
river boats looked a great deal like a 
sanctimonious deacon when his mus- 
tache was removed, and be used to make 
a point of dressing in a long tailed, rusty 
black coat, with a white cravat. Going 
up to Vicksburg one night, I was sitting 
in earshot when he attracted the atten- 
tion of a group of gay young gentlemen 
playing poker in the main saloon. He 
was seated by himself reading a book 
and was evidently unknown to the party. 
'I'll bet that old rascal plays poker on the 
Ely,' said one of the crowd. 'Ask him to 
join us,' said another as a joke, and the 
first speaker acted on the suggestion. The 
stranger was very reluctant at first, but 
finally said he 'calculated he wasn't too 
old to learn' and took a hand'. A couple 
of hours later he got off at a landing with 
every dollar in tie crowd, remarking cas- 
ually that he would now give his mus- 
tache a chance. 


"On another occasion I wa? going up 


to Louisville on some important business 
and had been warned especially to look 
out for gamblers. We had the usual 
crowd of sharpers on board, but they 
were all shaved clean, and it chanced 
that among our passengers were a lot of 
army men fresh from the west, where 
mustaches were countenanced. Conse- 
quently, when we reached old Gait House 
at Loui&ville and I made some inquiries 
of friends, I wag chagrined to find that all 
the people I had been fraternizing with 
were gamblers" and all those I had been 
snubbing and avoiding were gentlemen."

JUDGE COXE'S DECISION 


In 
Patent 
Case of Col. Bracewell 


Against Passaic Print Works 


Tbe Transcript published last Thurs- 


day the announcement that the suit 
brought by Colonel John Bracevell 
against the Passaic print works h<td 
been decided against Colonel rBace- 
well. The text of the decision, which 
was given by Judge A. C. Cose of the 
southern district United States court of 
..ew York and his comments on the 
case will be of interest here. 


The action .was for infringement of 


tetters patent 
No. 499,689, 
granted 


June 13, 1893, to William T. Whitehead, 
as executor, and Henry D. Dupee, as 
assignee of one-half inKrest, for an im- 
provement in aniline black resists. The 
patent is now owned by the complain- 
ant. The : pplication was filed January 
16, 1893. A disclaimer was filed by the 
complainant August 21, 1894. Judee 
Coexe dismissed the bill, and says: 


"If the patent be couched in language 


perspicuous and di-'-inct, why it is ne- 
cessary to present 2000 pages of records 
and 350 pages of arguments directed al- 
most exclusively to the task of finding 
out what the patent means? 


"The most learned chemists in the 


land differ radically and almost acri- 
moniously! upon every vital point and 
not infrequently 
those enlisted upon 


the same side are not in perfect accord 
Were the patent taken bodily from 
Holy Writ no more antagonistic dog- 
mas and warring theories could be de- 
duced therefrom. Where so many ac- 
complished specialists disagree, where 
so many propositions have been ad- 
vanced tentatively 
and 
withdrawn, 


where reasons for certain phenomena 
are to be wholly unknown, the ordinary 
layman may, perhaps, be pardoned for 
suggesting that a document which has 
brought about such condition of af- 
fairs is not written In the clear lan- 
guage which the patent law requires. 
And yet the patent ,if interpreted ac- 
cording to the ordinary meaning of its 
language, is plain enough. If the claim 
in question be construed to cover the 
process broadly covered by the first 
claim, when such process is applied to 
colored patterns, the patent 
seems 


harmonious in .all Its parts. It is only 
when the attempt Is made to construe 
the claim according to the alleged no- 
menclature of the art that controversy 
begins. Unless the complaint can fur- 
nish a reliable chart and a more ac- 
curate compass he can hardly expect 
the court to steer a straight course 
through a "sunless sea" of zlnc,coal tar 
and aniline olack

of Interest in City 


Today

Receive Free Vaccination by City Phy- 


sician and Chairman of Board of 
Health. Work in the Factories. 


No New Cases in Pownal 


One hundred and sixty children were 


vaccinated in city hall this morning. 
The job was done by M. Putnam of 
the board of health and City Physician 
Millard in just 150 minutes, making an 
average of slightly over one child a 
minute all the morning. 


This was the chief feature of the 


small pox situation today. There 
been no cases reported in this city 
where there could be the slightest sus- 
picion of the disease, and some 'of the 
physicians do not expect to see any of 
it here. 


In addition to the free vaccination 


for poor children in city hall, all the 
doctors of the city have been rushed to 
attend to all the people who want their 
arms innoculated with the virus. Ship 
ments of virus received from New 
York last 
evening- were 
exhausted 


again this noon, and hurry orders had 
to be wired for more. 


The scene in city hall •• was a pictur- 


esque one. Many of the little children 
were accompanied by older brothers or 
sisters, so that in all there were prob- 
ably 250 or so children. Thsy were 
gathered in the large room froi.i which 
opens the board of health office, where 
the operations were performed. 


The children looked at the matter 


from many different points of view, 
some 'of them regarded it as a neces- 
sary evil, while others evidently con- 
sidered it a new form of inquisition, 
and resisted lustily. Each vUtim as he 
came out of the board of health office 
with sleeve rolled up and the bloody 
spot on his arm, w—s surrounded by the 
others, and asked all sorts of questions, 
if it hurt, and what the doctor did, and 
various other things. 


Some 'of the littler ones had been in- 


dustriously filled with alarming stories 
by their older brothers and sisters, and 
went to be vaccinated in a nervous 
condition bordering on hysteria. One 
small boy was seen being dragged to- 
wards the city hall by two larger 
brothers, his face pallid with fear, and 
holding back as hard aa he could. 
Many other incidents made the affair 
pathetic rather than amusing-. Those, 
who had been, most alarmed were sur- 
prised when it was all over to find out 
that it wasn't as bad as having a 
tooth pulled, after all, and for the most 
par* the children took it quietly, al- 
though there were some outbreaks. 


Tomorrow morning there WL» be an- 


other session of it, and it is believed 


8that all the public school children who 
are unable to have it done by their own 
physicians, will have been vaccinated 
then. . 


In Blackinton Dr. Galvin was kept 


very "busy yesterday afternoon vacci- 
nating the children of the Blackinton 
schools, who were sent out of school at 
noon time by orders of Superintendent 
Hall. About 60 children were found in 
the Blackinton schools who had not 
been vaccinated. There Is some criti- 
cism in Blackinton over the makina 
the little people undergo the trials of 
vaccination and at the same time al- 
lowing peddlars to go about from house 
to house, many of them coming here 
after being in Pownal. 


The suggestion has been made that 


the plan tried in Troy of vaccinat'ng 
all tramps who sttw UP at the police 
station would be a good one. 


In the factories of the city requests 


•were made yesterday "and today that 
every operative state whether or not he 
had "been vaccinated, and in some cer- 
ticfiates were asked for. In some of the 
departments of the print works the 
operatives understood they were re- 
quired to show certificates before they 
could go on with fhelr work, and there 
•was a stampede last evening to secure 
the services of the doctors. • It is the 


', desire of the board of health by taking 


tfrn names of all who have not been 
vaccinated to have all attend to the 
matter voluntarily, as in case there was 
an outbreak of the disease in this city, 
it would be necessary to compel vacci- 
nation, 


At North Pownal this afternoon it 


was said that no new case's had de- 
veloped and all the old cases were doing 
well. It is believed that the danger is 
practically; over, although 
of course 


many were exposed on whom the dis- 
ease would not yet have had time to 
manifest itself. 


The Law of Vaccination 


The question has been asked as to 


how extensive the powers of the board 
of health are in a case like this, and 
the answer is that they are practically 
unlimited. In the first -place they of 
course allow the board to enforce the 
laws which are always supposed to be 
in force but which are 
practically 


never obeyed. One statute relates to 
the vaccination of children before they 
enter the public schools, a provision 
which has been pretty nearly entirely 
disregarded In this city as pointed out 
by the board of health some time ago. 
Then there is a provision that parents 
and guardians must have children in 
their care vaccinated before reaching 
the age of two years, and that a fine 
'of $5 may be imposed for each year of 
neglect. 


In regard to times of especial dan- 


ger, the laws concerning the powers of 
boards of health are very broad. Not 
•only may the board require 
general 


vaccination, but they may, when It is 
deemed necessary compel proprietors 
of manufacturing establishments and 
institutions to provide free vaccination 
for all those in the 
establishments. 


The general provisions are as follows: 


"The board of health in any city or 


town shall require and enforce the 
vaccinnation and revacclnatiin of all 
the inhabitants thereof whenever in 
the opinion of said board the public 
health or safety requires such action. 
Every person over 21 years of age, 
not under guardianBhip, who neglects 
to comply with such requirement shall 
forfeit the sum of $5. 


'•The board of bealth in any city or 


town shall furnish the means of free 
vaccination or re-vaccination to all the 
inhabitants thereof whenever in the 
opinion of said board th* public safety 
requires It."/'

Several of the men belonged in Green- 


field, and these were able to be sent to 
therr homes, which was done. The 
others were taken to their homes in 
this city. 
The worst case was that of 


Edward Roland, who lives in the Clark 
block, but he is* doing well and no seri- 
ous results are anticipated. 


One of the men gave out at about 8 


o'clock in the morning and was brought 
out 'on a hand car, and some time later, 
when the. trouble became general, a 
freight train was nagged 
and the 


others were brought out. 


The men in the gang were Edward 


Roland, D Peterson, H. Mcrell, Peter 
Quinlan, John Bushey, Joseph Kratz, 
B. A. Nelson, John Nestor, Robert 
Furlong and an Italian whose name 
was not learned. The man who was 
brought out first was attended by Dr. 
Stafford and the others were attended 
by Dr. M. M. Brown. 


After the gang was brought 'out four 


men were missed, and men were sent 
back into the tunnel with an engine to 
look them up.

question of the manner of caring for 
the inmates after the sale of the farm 
•was then briught up and it was decided 
to board them until other arrange- 
ments should be made. 


The report of the finance committee 


was heard and accepted in fragments, 
each 
recommendation 
being1 acted 


upm in conjunction with the article to 
which it referred. The resolutions of 
Dr. John Bascom that a permanent sys 
tern of road improvement be adopted 
and a practical and competent super- 
intendent appointed to have full con- 
trol of the roads and moneys appropria 
ted for their improvement, were read 
and accepted. They were the cause of 
an increase in the road .appropriation 
and of an unanimous fexpression in 
favor 'of Dr. Bascom for superintendent 
The motion that the selectmen be in- 
strutted to tender the appointmen of 
superintendent to Dr. Bascom was 
made by S. A. Hickox and heartily 
greeted by the meeting, and a large 
vote in favor if the motion followed. 
Dr. Bascom made no response, but 
when asked after the meeting if he 
would stand replied that he would not. 
Dr. Bascom spoke to£ the present sys- 
tem of road building, which frequently 
left the roads with the center six in- 
ches lower than the gutters, and said 
that it was high time that some defi- 
nite policy -was adopted by the town in 
this respect. He recommended that 
the superintendent be instructed to 
build a small piece of permanent road 
each year and that these pieces be 
kept in perfect repair after their con- 
struction. 


S. A. Hickox supp'orted the resolu- 


tions of Dr. Bascom. He did not be- 
lieve that the highways ought to be 
used both for general traffic and water 
courses, and said that the first essen- 
tial for a good road was proper drain- 
age. Dr. Bascom then m'oved that 
$3000 be appropriated for highways 
alone and the appropriation was made. 


Willard E. Hoyt moved that the sum 


of J2000 be appropriated for the con- 
tinuance of the permanent road on 
Spring street and that whatever dam- 
ages it was found necessary to pay to 
the abutting property owners because 
of the road cutting into their property 
should be taken from the amount. A. 
E. Hall opposed this strongly insisting 
that it was not right that the town 
should be assessed for damages when 
the road is improving property. The 
motion was lost. 


George B. "Waterman rose in defense 


'of article 25 of the warrant, which ask- 
ed for an appropriation of $300 for the 
improvement of Water street hill. Mr. 
\Vaterman asked for an increase 'of the 
amount asked for to $400 and then 
showed the dangerous condition 'of the 
hill. The selectmen were instructed to 
build a granite curbing, 5 by 18 inches 
on the east side, beginning' at a point 
of driveway to C. S. Cole's house to 
north corner of the Dumfrey house and 
also to lay a stone cobble gutter same 
lenglh, three feet wide, all to be done 
in a 
workman 
like manner. The 


amount asked for was granted for the 
work. 


ConsideTable discussion arose over 


the manner in which the members of 
Gale hose company should be given 
their taxes, it being stated that the 
past method of exempting them from 
taxation was illegal since one half of 
the poll tax went to the state. It was 
voted to abate the taxes instead of ex- 
empting the firemen. 


The article referring to the tracks of 


the Hoosac Valley street railway com- 
pany at Williamstown station, com- 
plaining that the tracks were above 
the road and dangerous for crossing, 
was brought up in its order and the 
matter referred to the selectmen, who 
were instructed to confer with the rail 
road company in regard to the matter. 


Article 27, to see if the town will 


open the street connecting Southworth 
avenue with Park street, as accepted 
by. the town in 1896, was defended by 
F. E. Moore, who believed mat the 
opening 'of tha street would be a very 
great convenience. He said that at 
present all teams with heavy loads 
going to Charityville or Park street 
were obliged to go 'over two big hills, 
while a road from Southworth avenue 
to Park street would give a direct 
route from the depot'to Charityville 
and would remove the grades. Dr. Bas- 
com was opposed to the road as sur- 
veyed in 1896 because he did not believe 
it was in the right place, but said he 
| would faVor it if it was placed some 
distance farther south, passing beside 


I the college cemetery. Charles S. Cole 
• favored the road at this point, but the 


college was opposed to it and thus far 


! he had been unable to get the consent 


] of the college. After considerable dis- 
| cussion, the selectmen were instructed 
1 to confer with the people who own 
land there in regard to the road as pro 
posed by Dr. Bascom and to build it at 
the most convenient place in their judg 


! ment; but if no satisfaction could be 


, gained from these people the board was 
' instructed to build the road as sur- 
; veyed in 1S96. 


Provision 
was made for 
ensuring 


more adequate street sprinkling this 
coming summer. I%x>f. Morton made a 
motion that the town instruct the se- 
lectmen to nay a sum not exceeding $2 
per day for water when the water com- 
pany v>as unable to furnish it. This 
sum was naraeJ because last summer 
the Boston Finishing w-orks chargeu H 
| per day for pumping water for the 
carts. No modification was made in the 
street sprinkling contract. 


The taxes of Thomas Noble, amount- 


ing to $80, were abated by a vote of the 
town. There was considerable discus- 
sion before the action was taken. 


The selectmen were instructed 
to 


build a gravel walk from the corner of 
Neyland & Quinn's store * on Sprins 
street to the south end of the public 
school property. 


Edmund B. Noel, towi) clerk, asked 


for an .-icrease of salary. He said that 
he was receiving $25 and that he wanted 
$125. 
He was given $100. It was also 


Voted that the town clerk be the clerk 
of the board of selectmen at a salary of 
$75 per Jiear. 


The colletcor of taxes was authorized 


to employ all means which a town 
treasurer may use when appointed col- 
lector in the collection of taxes. 


The reports of the selectmen, board 


of health, cemetery committee and li- 
brary trustees were accepted without 
comment.

Made Altogether Frora the Barb ol 


a Common American Shrub. 


The manager of the drug store took up 


a bottle of distilled witch haze! and 
pointed at the picture of a lot of naked 
South Aipencan Indians engaged in 
bringing to the distillery huge bundles of 
twigs. From this picture the natural in- 
ference was that this was the way in 
which the shrub from which the witch 
hazel or bamamelis of commerce is ex- 
tracted was brought to the distilleries in 
some wild and hardly habitable region. 


"That picture," he remarked, "is one 


of the pretty little fictions of trade that 
have created a decided impression. 
It 


has, I have no doubt, brought to the con- 
cern shrewd enough to adopt it many 
thousands oC dollars in profit. 
But it 


was all a 'fake,' as we call surh things 
nowadays. 
As a matter of fact, the 


great bulk of all the witch hazel distilled 
is made in factories along the line of 
the Shore Line division of the New York 
and New Haven road. The bark from 
which, it is distilled is all harvested iu 
the New England states, near where the 
distilleries are located. 
The savages 


that bring the bark to the factories bring 
it in farm wagons. The nearest they 
come to being untutored savages is when 
they are at their homes engaged either as 
country farmers or charcoal burners. 
"There has always seemed to be a 


great mystery about this popular astrin- 
gent that is used in about every home in 
the country. Few-know or stop to thick 
that it is distilled from the bark of one 
of the most common of our wild shrubs. 
Now that the talk of a trust to control 
the manufacture of the extract has reach- 
ed the papers, the facts as to witch hazel 
are appearing. I have had several of my 
customers ask me if it is true that witch 
hazel is not an imported remedy, but 
merely a 'Yankee concoction.' 
It is a- 


fact that it is entirely a Yankee industry, 
aad all the bark from which the distilla- 
tion is made is gathered in Massachu- 
setts, Rhode Island and Connecticut. The 
latter state is the chief source of the sup- 
ply. Madison, Guilford, Clinton, West- 
brook and the contiguous Connecticut 
shore villages have a lot of families that 
are mainly supported by their harvestings 
of witch hazel. It is there that the most 
popular of the proprietary brands of the 
astringent is all made, herb gathering, 
Indian, labels and all."—New York Times.

Annual Town Meeting Decides to Sell 


the Present Town Farm. College 


Taxation Proposition Accept* 


ed. Road Improvement 


System Adopted. 


The "Willtamstown annual town meet 


ing was held yesterday and the fol- 
lowing was the most important busi- 
ness done: 


License voted, 281 to 264. 
Selectmen instructed to sell the town 


farm. 


Taxation proposition 
of 
Williams 


college accepted. 


John Navin turned down for asses- 


s'or. 


Appropriations of $42,075 made. 
Permanent system of road improve- 


ment adopted and Dr. John Basconi de 
sired for superintendent. 


Permanent improvement voted for 


Water street hill. 


New street from Southworth avenue 


to Park street. 


For the first time since 1895 and the 


second time in 20 years the town of 
Williamstown voted yesterday to grant 
licenses for the sale of intoxicating 
liquors in its midst The majority for 
license was very small, only 17, but 
plenty large enough to carry the day. 
To. many the outcome was a surprise, 
but to others who had watched the 
course of things and had seen the quiet 
work of the license contingents going 
on and apparent indifference of the no- 
license people it was expected and even 
predicted before the 
meeting. 
The 


business meeting of the town yester- 
day afternoon anticipated the action 
of the voters and voted to place the 
price of license at a large sum, the 
selectmen being instructed to charge 
$2000 for a first class license and to 
charge the hote's pro rata. Williams- 
tov.-n has a population of more than 
5000 and will therefore be entitled to 
five licensed saloons; but it is probable 
that this number of applications will 
not be asked for on account of the hijji 
figure at which the licenses have been 
placed. 


The town meeting yesterday was a 


quiet one, yet a busy and interesting 
session. The warrant did not give the 
appearance of being able to make a 
lively aftern'oon meeting, but it sur- 
prised everyone and the meeting was, 
not ended until 5 o'clock. Several mat- 
ters of unusual importance came be- 
fore the meeting and each was given 
careful consideration and discussed at 
length. 
• Tv/o matters 
of 
importance -were 


those concerning the taxation of col- 
lege .property and the future of the 
town farm. The former was the first 
brought before the meeting, being pre- 
sented by Charles S. Cole, treasurer of 
the college, in the interest of the col- 
lege. Mr. Cole read a letter received 
by him from Judge Barker of Pittsfield 
the college's- attorney, which stated 
that the institution would authorize 
Mr. Cole to make an agreement with 
the town on the basis given In the let- 
ter, which was as stated in the Tran- 
script Saturday night. Mr. Cole as- 
sured the town that all pending suits 
would be dropped by the college and 
that taxes would be paid on the col- 
lege farm, the Dodd estate, the houses 
'of the professors and the house of the 
college on Spring street, now occupied 
by M. M. Wakins and Miss Hopper, if 
the agreement wasi made. Mr. Cole 
then spoke of the advantages to both 
the college and town of such agreement 
and was followed by Moderator Hall, 
who gave up the chair long enough to 
urge the voters to accept the proposi- 
tion because of the fairness of it and 
the other advantages that would be 
gained by its adoption. The proposi- 
tion was accepted by a unanimous vote 
and was followed with a vote instruct- 
ing the board 'of assessors to assess 
college property in accordance with the 
agreement. The agreement was then 
presented to the town in writing and is 
now on the iuv»n'3 books. The taxa- 
tion committee, which has worked, for 
the interests of the town in the taxa- 
tion matter, was then discharged with 
the thanks of the town for its efficient 
and faithful service. 


The article referring to the town 


poor farm, though not the next in the 
order of business, was the next in im- 
portance. A motion was made by L. 
J. Gardner that the town farm be sold 
end tht money placed in the treasury 
or the town, and this brought out a 
long discussion of the question in all 
its phases. Mr. Gardner, S. A. Hickox, 
Dr. John Bascom, Charles S Cole, and 
Dr. E. C. Mather took the leading part 
in the discussion and at times it waxed 
warm ad funny. 
Mr. Gardner, Mr. 


Hiokox and Dr. Mather favored the 
sale Of the farm, while the other two 
were opposed to disposing of the prop- 
erty, but advocated the building of the 
new building recommended by the com 
mittee sent to the farm Saturday by 
the finance committee, the report of 
which was contained in last night's 
Transcript. 
The arguments of the 


men opposed to retaining the farm 
were that the farm was a poor piece of 
property and n'ot large enough for the 
needs of the town; that the property 
did not warrant the expenditure asked 
for; 
and that the farm was poorly lo- 


cated. The other men believed that in 
case a new and 
larger 
farm 
was 


bought new buildings would have to be 
erected to satisfy the state board of 
health; that the present farm was suf- 
ficiently large and well located; and 
that the sale of the property and the 
adopti'on of any other system would be 
forsaking a policy begun a. few years 
ago, 
which has thus far proven satis- 


factory. During the whole discussion 
it was evident that the men advocat- 
ing the sale of the farm had the meet- 
ing on their side and when the vote 
was taken there was a substantial ma- 
jority in favor of selling' the farm. The 
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Berkshire Company Must Use Private 


Land in Cheshire, Fare Limits 


In granting the franchise to the 


Berkshire street railway company, the 
Cheshire selectmen did not grant a 
continuous location, on account of the 
state road. The location on the south 
begins at Lane&boro line and extends 
north to the old reservoir road. Where 
the state road comes in the selectmen 
decided to decline the company a route 
over that road, and making it imper- 
ative that the road cross the reservoir 
at this point or lower down near Berk 
shire and purchase its route over pri- 
vate lands to South Main street in 
Cheshire. This will make it necessary 
for the company to build about t\vo 
miles through the town on private 
lands. 


The two chief sections in the condi- 


tions, referred to yesterday 
in con- 


nection with the probable granting of 
a location to the Pittsfleld company 
and to fares and transfers, are sections 
1 and 14. They are as follows: 


1—The granting of the first portion 


of the location hereinbefore described 
shall not be construed to prevent the 
granting of a like location therein at 
any time hereafter to any other street 
railway company, or companies; and in 
such event the company that shall first 
have constructed its tracks, 
poles, 


wires and appliances therein shall per- 
mit the 'other company, oc companies, 
receiving the same location to use and 
operate Us cais on and by means of 
said tracks, poles, wires and appliances 
on such terms as may be agreed upon 
between such several companies or as 
shall be fixed or approved by the board 
of railroad commissioners4. Said Berk- 
shire Street Railway 
company shall 


not enter upon any part of the afore- 
said portion of its location for the pur- 
pose of d'oing any work thereon until 
it shall have completed to the satisfac- 
tion of the selectmen a continuous 
route for the operation of its cars from 
the Lanesboro town line northerly to 
the junction of the old Lanesb'oro and 
reservoir road. 


14.—Said company shall charge not 


more than five cents for >.he fare tof 
any one person for a continuous pas- 
sage on its railway within the limits 
of said town. In case a location in 
said town shall be granted to any 
other street railway company extend- 
ing: to a point northerly of the village 
of Cheshire, which shall connect with 
the location of said Berkshire Street 
railway comp- -iy. at its northerly ter- 
minus or elsewhere, said 
Berkshire 


street railway company shall thereon 
establish with such other company a 
system of transfers between such con- 
necting companies that shall afford a 
continuous passage over the line of 
either tor both of said companies for a 
fare not exceeding five qents for one 
passenger between any point northerly 
of the residence of Henry J. Lane, and 
the line of the town tvf ^dams and be- 
tween any points southerly of the resi- 
dence of A. S. Martin, and the line of 
the town of Lanesb'oro; provided how- 
ever that in case any such connecting 
company shall refuse to enter into such 
arrangement for transfers except on 
terms and conditi'ons which the select- 
men of said town shall,' after a hearing 
adjudge to be inequitable, said Berk- 
shire street railway company's obli- 
gation to establish said transfer sys^ 
tern snail be suspended until such time 
as the connecting c'ompany, shall ac- 
cede to conditions adjudged by the se- 
lectmen to be equitable.

It was there 
that Mr. Hasweli learned the printing 
business, and much of his life has been 
spent in Vermont offices, although he 
was for 16 years employed in the office 
of the old Hoosac Valley News. About 
two years ago Mr. Hasweli came to this 
office as oroof reader. 


The record of 57 years continuously 


in the business is believed to be one Of 
the longest, !f not the long-est record 
in the state, and one that will attract 
attention among srintors.

a suite of beautiful rooms 
tastefully 


furnished. The same floor c'ontains the 
nurses' parlor, the nurses' class room 
and the reception room.: The recep- 
tion r'oom is large and suitable. The 
parlor and the class ;-oom are attrac- 
tive.
